CllltlirP  Beets  do  best  on  a  deep,  rich,  sandy  loam,  although  will 
VUIUirca]so  do  we]j  on  muck  or  any  good  garden  soil.  The  first 
planting  should  be  made  as  early  in  the  Spring  as  the  ground  can 
be  prepared.  Sow  the  seed  about  one-half  inch  deep  in  rows  16  to  18 
inches  apart.  Thin  out  the  plants  to  3  or  4  inches.  For  a  succession 
make  two  later  plantings  about  May  15th  and  July  1st.  The  last 
sowing  will  make  a  fine  crop  for  winter  use.  For  field  culture  the 
rows  are  usually  24  to  28  inches  apart.  One  ounce  of  seed  will  sow  a 
row  75  feet  long  and  5  to  6  pounds  will  plant  an  acre.  A 
good  crop  should  yield  from  300  to  500  bushels  per  acre. 

Beets  are  so  easy  to  grow  that  you  should  plant  at  least 
a  row  or  two  in  your  garden.  They  may  he  cooked  and 
sliced  for  salads;  buttered  beets  are  delicious;  a  few  jars 
of  pickled  beets  will  be  a  treat  in  the  winter.

For  early  use,  sow  seeds  of  the  early  kinds  in  the 
hotbeds  or  in  a  box  in  the  house  during  February  and 
up  to  March  10th;  transplant  to  the  open  ground  in 
April,  in  rows  2  feet  apart  and  18  inches  in  tiie  row; 
or  sow  a  bed  of  seed  outside  as  soon  as  the  soil 
can  be  worked.  Transplant  in  about  four  weeks. 

For  second  early  Cabbage,  sow  in  April  and 
transplant  in  May.  For  late  Cabbage,  sow  in 
May  and  transplant  June  15th  to  July  -5th  in 
rows  3  feet  apart  and  2  feet  in  the  row.  In 
transplanting,  it  is  important  that  plants  be  set 
down  to  the  first  leaf.  Liming  the  soil  will  in¬ 
crease  your  crop.  For  Cabbage  Duster  dust  wTith

Squashes  should  not  be  planted  until  danger  of  frost 
is  past  and  the  ground  has  become  warm,  but  plant  the 
winter  kinds  as  soon  as  safe  in  order  that  they  mature. 
Plant  in  hills  3  to  4  feet  apart  for  bush  varieties,  and  6 
to  8  feet  for  running  varieties,  putting  6  to  8  seeds  to  the 
hill,  finally  leaving  but  3  plants. 

A  rich,  warm,  mellow  soil  is  conducive  to  high  yields 
and  early  maturity,  but  Squashes  grow  quite  well  in 
almost  any  well-drained  soil.

A  Valuable  New  Variety  for  Muck  Farmers 

Peat  Land  or  Muck  Barley  was  developed  at  the  Minnesota 
State  Experiment  Station  to  fill  a  real  need  for  a  variety  that 
could  be  grown  successfully  on  muck  or  peat  land.  It  has  been 
thoroughly  tested  and  has  proven  its  ability  to  produce  sur¬ 
prisingly  large  crops  on  muck  without  lodging.  Yields  of  sixty 
bushels  per  acre  have  been  obtained  several  times. 

Peat  Land  Barley  is  a  six-rowed  bearded  sort,  the  beards  of 
which  break  off  cleanly  in  threshing.  The  straw  is  of  medium 
length  and  of  unusual  stiffness.  Another  valuable  characteristic 
is  its  great  habit  of  stooling.  Often  as  many  as  twenty  stalks 
grow  from  one  seed,  each' producing  a  well  developed  head. 
Because  of  this  habit,  only  one  -bushel  of  seed  is  required  on 
muck  and  1%  bushels  on  upland.  More  than  these  quantities 
should  never  be  sown  as  the  results  will  not  be  as  good  and 
the  extra  seed  will  only  be  wasted.  This  Barley  has  also  pro¬ 
duced  fine  crops  on  upland. 

Peat  Land  Barley  is  a  very  hardy  sort  and  early  spring  frosts 
will  not  hurt  it.  To  get  the  largest  yield  possible,  the  use  of 
150  lbs.  potash  and  50  lbs.  phosphate  per  acre  is  recom¬ 
mended.  On  muck  it  ripens  about  ten  days  later  than  Barley 
on  uplands.  Many  farmers,  with  good  muck  land,  will  find,  in 
this  Barley,  the  answer  to  their  problem  of  what  to  grow 
for  feed  on  their  muck  land. 


Oderbrucker  (Wisconsin  No.  55) 

This  great  variety  was  developed  by  Professor  Moore  of  the  Wisconsin  Agri¬ 
cultural  College.

When  used  as  a  pasture  crop,  stock  should  be  turned  in  on  it  while  young  as  at  this 
stage  it  is  very  palatable.  It  makes  the  best  kind  of  pasture  for  dairy  cows  and  for 
fattening  cattle.  It  fits  into  rotations  like  Red  Clover.  If  wanted  for  permanent 
pasture  the  seed  should  be  sown  two  successive  years  and  each  year  the  last  crop 
should  be  allowed  to  reseed  itself. 

Yellow  Blossom  Sweet  Clover 

(Melilotus  Officinalis — Biennial) 

The  Yellow  Blossom  type  is  very  similar  to  that  of  the  White  Blossom,  but  it  is 
not  nearly  so  valuable  as  a  nitrogen  or  humus  builder  and  is  more  especially  adapted 
as  a  hay  or  pasture. 

In  late  years,  this  type  has  been  meeting  with  great  favor  as  a  hay  and  pasture 
crop.  The  plant  is  more  palatable  to  livestock  as  it  contains  less  cumarin  and  does 
not  have  so  bitter  a  taste.  It  is  not  a  rank  grower;  more  on  the  order  of  alfalfa. 
For  those  who  wish  to  use  Sweet  Clover  for  pasture,  hay  and  bee  purposes,  we  would 
advise  the  use  of  the  Yellow  Blossom  type.

DIRECTIONS  FOR  GROWING 

If  the  land  is  well  drained,  so  that  a  good  seed  bed  can  be  prepared,  less  seed 
will  be  required.  Where  possible,  the  land  should  be  plowed  in  the  fall.  Seed  may 
be  sown  in  October  on  land  which  would  be  too  wet  in  spring.  The  seed  will  not 
germinate  at.that  time  but  will  remain  dormant  until  spring.  Will  germinate  in 
water  if  the  seed  is  covered  with  soil  below  the  water,  but  will  not  start  until 
after  the  water  is  drained  off. 


When  sowing  in  the  spring,  sow  as  early  as  possible  to  get  ahead  of  weeds. 
On  very  weedy  land,  seeding  may  be  made  late  in  June  or  the  first  week  in  July. 
Seed  is  sown  broadcast  at  the  rate  of  5  to  G  lbs.  per  acre  or  may  be  drilled  in  rows 
16  to  18  inches  apart  in  which  case  only  3  lbs.  per  acre  are  needed.  When  sown  broad¬ 
cast,  cover  by  dragging  lightly  or  rolling.  Should  be  cut  for  hay  as  soon  as  heads 
appear.  Two  or  three  cuttings  may  be  made  besides  fall  pasture.

Perennials  are  herbaceous  plants  that  bloom  the  second  year  from  seed.  Their  top 
growth  dies  down  during;  the  winter  and  grows  up  again  the  following  spring,  blooming 
lreely  that  season  and  many  years  thereafter. 

The  seed  of  perennials  may  be  started  in  the  house  in  boxes  quite  early  and  later 
transplanted  to  the  garden.  Or  sow  the  seed  out  in  the  open  in  May  or  June  and  trans¬ 
plant  to  permanent  position  in  the  fall. 

Sow  the  seed  thinly,  cover  lightly,  water  gently  but  thoroughly  and  do  not  allow  the 
soil  to  become  dry  while  the  seed  is  in  process  of  germination.  Nearly  all  failures  in 
growing  perennials  are  attributable  to  this  one  neglect. 

Seed  of  most  perennials  may  also  be  sown  successfully  during  the  summer  and  early 
fall,  preferably  in  August.  When  starting  at  this  time  the  young  seedlings  must  be 
shaded  from  the  hot  midday  sun  to  prevent  being  burned  off,  and  kept  moist  at  all 
times.  The  plants  should  be  protected  over  winter  with  a.  loose  mulch  of  leaves  or  straw. 


Carnations  are  excellent  bloomers 
in  the  garden,  and  almost  indispen¬ 
sable  for  winter  flowering.
